LONDON. VP)— Foreign Secre¬ 
tary Anthony Eden told the house 
of commons today that the British 
government was making inquiries 
into reports that poison had been 
shipped from Hamburg, Germany, 
to Spain. 

(Valencia newspapers printed 
such reports recently, saying the 
gas was destined for insurgents. 
G-rman sources denied them 
flatly.) 

The foreign secretary, speaking 
a few hours before a 27-nation 
land and sea neutrality patrol 
starts functioning to keep foreign 
fighters and munitions out of 
Spain, also disclosed Insurgent 
General Francisco Franco had 
notified London that insurgents 
would "intensify" their mine lay¬ 
ing at certain Bay of Biscay 
points. 

The insurgents are trying to 
blockade the Basque Bay of Bis¬ 
cay coast, particularly Bilbao. Be¬ 
cause of the mines and other war 
activity, the British government 
has refused to protect British 
merchant ships trying to enter 
Bilbao. 

Owners of the British merchant¬ 
man Thorpehall, which was re¬ 
ported to have eluded insurgent 
warships and entered Musel, Port 
of Gijon, Spanish government city 
on the bay more than 100 miles 
west of Bilbao, directed the ship 
to leave Gijon at once. The 
Thorpehall departed, accordingly, 
for France. British destroyers

A potential sit-down strike of 
state dole clients in Orange coun¬ 
ty was nipped in the hud today. 

SRA clients who refused to ac¬ 
cept jobs offered them by the Na¬ 
tional Reemployment Service were 
told by District Manager Charles 
Fallcrt of the NRS to accept the 
jobs or be stricken off the direct 
relief rolls. 

The ultimatum was given the 
SRA clients after a two-day 
record rush in the NRS offices in 
the post office building here, as 
farmers throughout the county 
sought men to go to work in 
groves and fields. 

Stream of Orders 

Desperately in need of men to 
work their fields because of the 
long delay in agricultural work 
caused hy the heavy rains this 
year, farmers have poured a 
steady stream of orders into the 
NRS office for help. 

Fallert said about 30 per cent 
of those who were offered jobs 
Saturday refused to leave the re¬ 
lief rolls and take the jobs. To¬ 
day they were told to either take 
the private work or get off the 
relief rolls. There was no other 
choice. 

The NRS office was jammed 
again today, and Fallert predicted 
that if the present rush contin¬ 
ues, the SRA case load in Orange 
county will be down to practically 
nothing before long. 

Sharp Decline 

That the SRA case load already 
is taking a sharp drop was shown 
in figures released by Mrs. Kath¬ 
erine Handley, chief of the SRA 
staff in Orange county. 

The case load has been at a 
constant high level of about 2300 
since February 11. During the 
past two weeks it has dropped 
rapidly, being at the 1900 mark 
today. Applications for SRA help 
also have dropped to a marked 
extent, going from about 40 ap¬ 
plications per day to 10 a day, 
Mrs. Handley said.

Many Leaders of Labor 
And Industry Accept 
Perkins Invitation 


WASHINGTON. CPi — Adminis¬ 
tration officials said today two 
American corporations have asked 
the state department whether they 
may sell materials for the con¬ 
struction of a battleship in the 
Soviet Union and have been told 
that this government has two ob¬ 
jections to such a transaction. 

The companies, which were not 
identified, informed the depart¬ 
ment’s arms and munitions con¬ 
trol board that they held proposed 
contracts to supply designs, mate¬ 
rials and equipment for a modern 
capital ship to be assembled in 
Soviet yards. 

They asked the board whether 
export licenses would be required 
by this government for the ship¬ 
ment of such materials. 

They were informed that li¬ 
censes would be called for under 
the neutrality act prohibiting ship¬ 
ment abroad of arms, ammunition 
and implements of war without 
specific government permission. 

It was added that such licenses 
probably would be forthcoming 
unless some military secret were 
involved in the materials proposed 
for export. 

Beyond that, however, the in¬ 
quiring corporations were told 
that in such a case there would be 
two objections to the issuance of 
such licenses on the grounds of 
American policy. 

The first objection, it was 
learned, lies in a provision of the 
proposed contract compelling the 
manufacturer to have armor and 
guns tested by the United States 
navy before delivery. 


WASHINGTON (/PI.—Secretary 
Perkins counted 19 acceptances to¬ 
day from leaders of labor and in¬ 
dustry for a conference Tuesday 
on problems of collective bargain¬ 
ing between employes and work¬ 
ers. 

The latest to acecpt were Dan¬ 
iel Willard, president of the Balti¬ 
more and Ohio; C. M. Chester, 
chairman of the National Associ¬ 
ation of Manufacturers, and John 
L. Lewis, head of the Committee 
for Industrial Organization. 

The meeting is an outgrowth of 
supreme court validation of the 
Wagner act. which guarantees to 
workers the right of collective 
bargaining. 

One official of the national la-' 
bor relations board, which admin¬ 
isters the act. said the members 
"felt rather keenly” the fact that 
Miss Perkins had called such a 
con.erence without consulting the 
board. The board, he said, al¬ 
ways was willing to discuss with 
employers the methods of compli¬ 
ance with the Wagner act, and 
even had considered arranging a 
conference to thresh out collective 
bargaining problems.

U. S. CHAMBER GIVES 
OWN INTERPRETATION 

WASHINGTON UP' The Unit¬ 
ed States Chamber of Commerce 
said today the supreme court did 
not hold in the Wagner decisions 
that congress could regulate man¬ 
ufacturing operations "in regard 
to hours of work, wages paid, or 
any other such matter.” 

The chamber expressed this in¬ 
terpretation in its "Washington 
Review.” 

"On the contrary," it said re¬ 
garding wages and hours, “the 
court said unanimously in the 
companion railroad case decided 
on March 29 that its decision of 
25 years ago still stands, to the 
effect that in entering into con¬ 
tracts of employment, railroads 
act in the same private capacity 
as any other employer and con¬ 
gress cannot fix the terms of con¬ 
tracts of employment merely be¬ 
cause the employer is engaged in 
interstate commerce." 

The chamber said the court’s 
decisions upholding the national 
labor relations act would be a sub¬ 
ject for discussion at its annual 
meeting here April 26-29 and 
meanwhile it was giving members 
a summary of the decisions.

"And I was merely try¬ 
ing to get at the truth. His haste 
to denounce me is not good evi¬ 
dence in his favor.”

Fever blisters, or cold sores, 
are a source of great discomfort 
and annoyance to many people. 
This trouble is due to a filterable 
virus and is contagious, though 
some are much more susceptible 
than others. 

The visible signs consist of a 
group of vesicles, which are very 
painful. They last for a few days, 
rupture and form a dry crust 
which slowly dries up and disap¬ 
pears. They occur most frequently 
around the mouth, comers of the 
nose, and other points where skin 
and mucous membranes meet. 

The blisters appear in suscepti¬ 
ble persons after a fever, acute 
cold or prolonged exposure to wind 
and .sun. They are not only pain¬ 
ful and distressing but very dis¬ 
figuring. 

We know of no preventive ex¬ 
cept local soothing ointments 
which keep the skin soft and 
moist. Kissing a person who has 
a cold sore or using the same 
drinking cup, spreads the disease 
rapidly. 

The early application of spirits 
of camphor or calamine lotion, or 
painting with flexible collodion 
aids in preventing the spread of 
the vesicles. Borated rose oint¬ 
ment or cold cream is quite sooth¬ 
ing after the crusts have formed.

The scale* of democracy were 
more than somewhat out of kilter 
In the United States presidential 
election of 1876-1877. 

When returns on the popular 
election came in, Tilden, the Dem¬ 
ocratic candidate, was found to 
have, received 4.800,5110 vote* over 
Hayes’ 4,086,293. The electoral 
college’s vote was cast and a po¬ 
litical storm broke loose. It was 
decided to determine fhe election 
on the opinion of a s|>ecial elec¬ 
toral committee. 

Eight of fhe fifteen appointees 
were in favor of Tilden hut the 
election of one of them. Justice 
Davis, as senator caused a with¬ 
drawal and left the committee 
evenly divided. Supreme Court 
Justice Joseph P. Bradley was ap¬ 
pointed to fill fhe vacancy. He 
cast his vote in favor of Hayes 
and brought him into office with 
an eight to seven ballot.

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Substitute for Strikes 

I T WAS no surprise that the firemen and trainmen of 
the Southern Pacific decided at the last moment not to 
strike after all. Over the last decade America’s railroad 
workers have got out of the habit of striking. 

They know how to go through the procedure, press 
their complaints and strike if necessary—but they sel¬ 
dom find that resort necessary. The reason is this careful 
step-by-step system of mediation that has been evolved to 
settle rail disputes by peaceable means. 

. This particular controversy had advanced to the last 
peaceful step, and it looked for a while as if the 8500 
workers involved were not going to take it. But union 
leaders at the last minute ruled that the step should be 
taken—and now the strike is postponed for another 60 
days at least and probably never will occur. The impor¬ 
tant fact is that the dispute has been routed through the 
regular statutory channel of the railway labor act’s 
routine. Now time and cool deliberation will be permitted 
to function. 

If a strike eventually occurs—which is not likely—it 
will not disprove the generalization that the railway labor 
act has shown itself as good a strike preventative as 
American statesmanship has evolved. A strike would be 
the exception that would prove the generalization. 

In the 11 years’ operation of this act not one major 
strike has tied up the nation’s right-of-way. There have 
been plenty of disputes. During the year ending January, 
1936, more than 200 much controversies were handled by 
the national mediation board. Employes of 11 railroads 
went so far as to vote to strike, but in each instance a 
settlement, to all hands was worked out through the gov¬ 
ernment’s mediatory machinery. 

There is no law against the right of men to quit work 
singly or collectively. In a democracy there cannot be 
such a law. But there can be government mediation, such 
as the railroad industry enjoys. It has brought peace 
and justice to the rails. It can bring peace and justice to 
other industries.

To the Editor: Prognostications 
of a score of varieties as to the 
effects of the late decisions of the 
U. S. supreme court are rife in 
Washington, with little of concen¬ 
tration of opinion at any point. 

However, it seems likely that 
Roosevelt will stick to his plan of 
reforming the judiciary and it is 
practically certain that whatever 
congress does in the matter will 
have to run the gauntlet of the 
court which has just given birth to 
another bunch of 5-4 decisions, en¬ 
abled to do so by the surprising 
"reversal of form” by Justice Rob¬ 
erts. 

President Roosevelt d e m a n ds 
speed and visions delay in ratifica¬ 
tion of an amendment. His most 
emphatically broadcast "NOW!" 
has, at this writing, got only as far 
as a fight in a senate committee 
over continuing to listen to the in¬ 
dividual opinions of a few of the 
50,000,000 of voters and it is a fact 
that, with one or two exceptions, 
all of the amendments to the con¬ 
stitution were ratified in much 
less time than remains to Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt in his second term. 

There is no necessity to tear 
down the constitution. There is 
great need to improve upon it and 
the improvement should be direct¬ 
ed at the fundamental weaknesses. 
Why should any public officer hold 
office for life? Why, in a democ¬ 
racy, should there be checks upon 
the legislative and executive 
branches of government and none 
upon the judicial? Packing or 
unpacking the judicial branch to 
fit the aims of any president is 
like trying to cure mental aberra¬ 
tion by administering an over-dose 
of ipecac and, no matter what the 
demand, it is a risk of dictatorship, 
which yours truly, for one humble 
citizen, does not believe the people 
want to or need to take. 

Last November, over 16 millions 
of citizens voted against Roosevelt. 
To these millions must now be 
added other millions who see and 
dread what the masses get under 
dictatorship. I don’t believe that 
America is ready to risk aictator- 
ship under Roosevelt or any other 
president; and, 1 am strong for 
Roosevelt as to the majority of his 
aims. 

The constitution provides the 
rules of the great game r*f repre¬ 
sentative government and it very 
wisely provides for changes of 
those rules without the consent of 
the supreme court. President 
Roosevelt will not impose rules on 
that court, unless Justice Roberts' 
conversion to liberalism keeps on 
working. You might toss irp a 
penny on that R. E. PAINE.

The release emanated from the 
National Association of Manufac¬ 
turers just one day after the su¬ 
preme court’s sweeping validation 
of the law. 

The NAM did not attack the 
decision. On the contrary, it de¬ 
clared that it has always stood 
for submission to the dictates of 
the court and that the labor act 
decision is no exception. However 

and this was the clue to the 
next move against the law--the 
association added: 

"While labor under this law Is 
not compelled to assume any re¬ 
sponsibility, satisfactory working 
arrangements must be based upon 
the voluntary assumption of gen¬ 
uine responsibility for its acts. 
Where there are rights there must 
be corresponding duties.” 

Which means just this: That the 
manufacturer association and oth¬ 
er interests which fought the act 
will now seek to hedge its scope 
by congressional amendments 
limiting its operations. 

There were intimations of such 
a move even before the court's 
ruling. During the senate and 
house debates on the sit-down is¬ 
sue, anti-union speakers repeat¬ 
edly touched on this subject. No 
specific proposal was suggested, 
but much emphasis was laid on 
the need and desirability of curb¬ 
ing labor. 

What form the amendments 
hinted by the NAM will take and 
who will sponsor tr.em remains to 
be seen. But that they will be 
forthcoming shortly is certain. 

NOTE New Deal labor author¬ 
ities believe the amendments will 
appear when the administration 
offers its legislation for regulat¬ 
ing wages and hours. 


WASHINGTON —William 
Green has quietly become a mem¬ 
ber of a musicians’ union. 

No one had ever heard the 
president of the A.F. of L. play¬ 
ing an instrument not even a 
mouth organ. But he now carries 
a card in a Chicago musicians' 
union just the same. 

It was a case of “a stitch in 
time" for Bill. 

Some months ago, in retaliation 
for his attacks on the C. I. O., the 
United Mine Workers, of which 
Green has been a member for 25 
years and formerly an officer, 
suspended him and ordered him to 
show cause why he should not be 
permanently expelled. 

Since then the fight between 
Green and John L, Lewis has be¬ 
come an irreconcilable vendetta. 
Green is planning shortly to call 
a special A.F. of L. convention to 
oust the insurgent unions. 

Knowing that the moment he 
docs this, his fate as a miner is 
sealed, Bill had a friendly A. F. of 
L. musicians’ union in Chicago 
enroll him in its ranks. This card 
squares him with the federation’s 
constitution, which bars an ex¬ 
pelled union member from holding 
office. 

It is amusing to note that 
Green's new affiliation bears out 
a humorous prediction made by 
Lewis. During one of their hot 
exchanges last year, Green told 
reporters that he did not fear ex¬ 
pulsion from the mine workers. 
To which Lewis shot back: 

"Well, being an accomplished 
warbler I suppose he’ll join a 
musicians’ union.” 


Higher Pay in the Orange Groves 

E STABLISHMENT of minimum wages of $2.70 a day 
by some of the leading packing houses in Orange 
county is evidence of the better relations which now exist 
between citrus producers and the vast army of field and 
shed workers necessary for the successful operation of 
Southern California’s greatest industry. 

The $2.70 daily wage represents a substantial increase 
over the figure of $2.30 which prevailed in the majority 
of local packing units last year; and it is a cash recogni¬ 
tion of the needs of labor in the light of advancing living 
costs. 

The pay boost, we take it, is one part of the statewide 
program for improved wages and living conditions among 
agricultural workers which was announced several months 
ago by A. J. McFadden, of Santa Ana, head of the state 
chamber of commerce's committee on farm labor and a 
leader in the industry. 

What a difference between conditions in the groves 
this year and last! Just 12 months ago discontented 
workers were being organized by agitators in preparation 
for a strike which was to handicap the Valencia harvest, 
result in widespread mob violence and cost the pickers, 
growers and taxpayers a heavy price. 

This year the workers are starting at a higher rate 
of pay than they finished last, and their leaders promise 
that because of the improved relations there will be no 
strike.

RIVALRY

A CONSTITUTIONAL amendment has been proposed 
which we believe is so obviously right in principle 
that it would be overwhelmingly adopted if submitted to 
a vote of the people. 

Introduced by Senator Capper of Kansas, it would 
make income from federal securities subject to state taxes 
and income from state and local securities subject to fed¬ 
eral taxes. 

There are in this country about 50 billion dollars’ 
worth of securities issued by our federal, state and local 
governments. The holders of these securities collect some 
two billion dollars in interest, practically all of which is 
exempt from taxation. 

Yet the people who invest their money in private 
business enterprises have to hand over part of their divi¬ 
dends and interest to the federal income tax collector, 
and part to the state and local tax collectors.

Man is so made that he gets the greatest pleasure 
from helping others. This is true no matter under what 
religion he lives, if any at all. Only “abnormal and mis¬ 
fit” humans, as Darrow calls them, commit the evil in this 
world. 

The best way to do good to ourselves is to do it to 
others. It’s been true since the world began.
